Twenty-nine years ago a Methodist 
minister by the name of S. W. Latimer, 
then a resident of Spring Place, Ga., came 
into the Church of God. Four years later 
he was ordained as Bishop, and in 1918 
when a provision was made for the Coun- 
cil of Twelve to the General Overseer, 
Brother Latimer was chosen as a charter 
member of that body. 

Brother Latimer served as over- 
seer of the Church in North Caro- 
lina for three years, and overseer of 
Georgia for five years. 

In the year 1924 Brother Latimer 
was chosen as pastor of the church 
at Cleveland, where he served until 
chosen as Editor and Publisher. He 
served only one year as Editor, at 
that time leaving that position to 
serve as General Overseer, a position 
in which he was called upon to 
serve after the death of F. J. Lee. 

Brother Latimer served as Gen- 
eral Overseer for seven years, dur- 
ing which time he traveled extens- 
ively in the United States and in 
our mission fields. During this time 
the Church enjoyed a one hundred 
per cent increase. Every department 
of the Church had a_ remarkable 
growth. The mission work in Haiti 
came in during his administration. 
In 1935 he returned to the office of 
Editor and Publisher, where he has 
remained until this past Assembly. 
He now leaves the office as Editor 
and Publisher to serve as pastor at 
Rome, Georgia, which is one of the 
best churches in Georgia. 


Brother Latimer has had an exceeding- 
ly rich ministry in the Church of God. 
He has served in most every position of 
the Church and in his ministry and trav- 
els has made a multitude of friends. H's 
work as a state overseer was a great suc- 
cess. Many are the experiences as state 
overseer, (and some that were not so

What the Christian Learns 

The story is related of a Japanese 
Christian who was asked what he con- 
sidered that his fellow. countrymen 
learned when they became Christians. He 
answered, “Love and brotherhood.” It is 
only when men and women _ become 
Christians that they realize the joy of 
helping others and of being helped by 
them without any other motive than that 
of love. 

A devout young Buddhist carpenter 
was greatly attracted by the Christian re- 
ligion and began to go to church. He was 
bewildered by the service at first and 
could not understand how to find the 
hymns which everyone seemed to be sing- 
ing. To his surprise his neighbor, a com- 
plete stranger, after bowing and smiling 
at him, took his book and helped him 
to follow the service. He liked the teach- 
ing and he liked the atmosphere of good 
fellowship in which he found himself, 
and he came again and again. Then he 
thought that so much_ kindness must 
surely call for a return and he consulted 
a Christian friend as to what presents he 
ought to give to his new friends and how 
he could distinguish between them, when 
all had been so kind. He was astonished 
to hear that no presents were needed, that 
love and kindness to strangers was the 
rule of the Christian religion, and that if 
he were in trouble they would all pray for 
him and help him as much as they could. 
He said that it was very different from 
Buddhism; if he was in need and asked 
the priest to pray for him, he gave him 
one yen and he said a short prayer. If he 
needed much help he gave him five yen 
and he said a longer prayer, but if he 
was in really great distress and needed 
long and earnest prayer, he would have to 
give twenty, fifty or a hundred yen. 
“But those Christians,” he said, ‘‘seem 
willing to give their prayers and their 
help without looking for any reward.” 

Sunday School Declining 

The following statements are published 
in Public Opinion, England: “During the 
past year the loss of Sunday School schol- 
ars in every community has been appall- 
ing,” says Mr. R. Wilson Black. 

“The Baptists lost 16,000 scholars, the 
Congregationalists 23,000, the Methodists 
66,000 and the Church of England 82,- 
000. 

“If this rate of loss continues there will 
not be a Sunday School scholar in the 
land at the end of twenty-five years.”
